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FORTY-NINTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 
THE  TRUSTEES  OF 

THE  AVON  HOME 

THE  Trustees  of  The  Avon  Home  have  a  confident  feeling 
that  the  work  of  the  year  just  closed  has  been  a  useful  one 
to  our  Cambridge  community.  The  work  which  has  in¬ 
vited  us,  and  the  emergencies  which  have  compelled  us,  required 
constant  activity.  The  good  accomplished  we  hope  has  been 
greater  than  in  any  previous  years  of  our  corporate  life.  Inas¬ 
much  as  it  was  offered  to  us  at  less  than  its  assessed  value,  we  have 
felt  it  a  wise  move  to  purchase  the  house  and  land  which  for  six 
years  we  have  occupied  as  tenants,  so  on  the  fifteenth  of  September 
last  the  real  estate  was  conveyed  to  us  by  the  former  owners. 

We  plan  to  continue  the  neighborhood  work  which  for  some 
time  has  been  going  on,  in  which  many  children  have  been  in¬ 
structed  and  given  healthful  amusement.  Our  boarding  homes, 
as  in  former  years,  have  been  faithfully  visited  by  our  Trustees,  and 
carefully  supervised  by  our  General  Secretary.  We  have  cared 
for  an  average  of  102  children  per  month  in  these  homes.  When 
our  May  Day  party  and  sale  of  1924  is  held  we  will  celebrate  —  and 
we  know  our  many  friends  and  supporters  will  gladly  celebrate 
with  us  —  our  fiftieth  year  of  work  for  destitute  children.  May 
we  all,  friends  and  Trustees,  observe  the  occasion  with  becoming 
thankfulness.  We  sincerely  hope  that  because  our  financial  report 
shows  a  balance  at  the  close  of  the  year,  it  will  not  be  deemed  a 
valid  reason  for  withholding  from  us  donations  and  annual  sub¬ 
scriptions  in  the  coming  year.  The  repairs  and  improvements  in 
our  property,  instantly  needed,  will  require  all  the  funds  in  hand, 
so  that  we  confidently  invoke  the  continued  financial  remembrance 
of  our  many  friends  in  the  work  of  the  coming  year.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
GENERAL  SECRETARY 

For  the  Year  Ended  September  jo ,  1923 

ON  the  thirtieth  of  May,  1874,  The  Avon  Home  was  estab¬ 
lished  through  the  benevolence  of  Mr.  James  Huntington, 
who  at  that  time  was  able  to  carry  into  effect  a  long- 
cherished  plan  by  which  the  comforts  of  a  home  could  be  furnished 
to  destitute  children  of  Cambridge.  The  location  chosen  for  the 
home  was  Avon  Place,  the  house  being  large  enough  to  accom¬ 
modate  ten  children  and  the  people  in  charge.  It  was  a  happy 
place,  and  many  children  were  helped,  but  the  Trustees  realized 
as  time  went  on  that  more  room  was  needed.  A  special  effort  was 
made  to  raise  the  money  to  build  a  large  home. 

In  December,  1891,  the  home  on  Mt.  Auburn  Street  was  com¬ 
pleted  and  occupied  by  a  working  force  and  forty  children.  A 
rosy,  happy  lot  they  were,  and  well  cared  for,  and  many  a  man 
and  woman  today  looks  back  with  pleasure  to  the  life  in  The  Avon 
Home.  But  again,  with  the  passing  of  the  years  it  became  evident 
to  the  ever  watchful  Trustees  that  in  some  way  the  work  must  be 
still  further  enlarged.  After  much  discussion,  it  was  unanimously 
decided  to  close  the  home  and  place  the  children  in  private  families. 

On  June  30th,  1913,  this  was  done,  thus  making  it  possible  for 
The  Avon  Home  to  care  for  every  child  in  Cambridge  who  can  be 
helped  by  such  care. 

In  December,  1909,  offices  were  established  in  the  Harvard 
Trust  Building,  but  the  office  force  grew  until  no  more  room  could 
be  secured  there,  and  in  December,  1917,  the  offices  of  The  Avon 
Home  were  moved  to  1000  Massachusetts  Avenue,  in  the  old 
Houghton  House,  where  there  was  ample  space  for  workers  and 
applicants. 

In  the  spring  of  1919,  when  the  large  yard  at  the  rear  of  the 
building  began  to  grow  green,  the  thought  was  suggested  to  use 
the  yard  and  a  portion  of  the  house  for  the  children  of  the  neigh¬ 
borhood.  The  situation  was  studied  most  carefully,  —  teachers, 
parents,  and  policemen  being  consulted,  —  and  it  was  found  that  no 
provision  for  recreation  had  been  made  in  the  immediate  neighbor¬ 
hood.  It  was  therefore  decided  to  establish  a  supervised  play¬ 
ground.  Such  a  playground  was  opened,  and  the  attendance  and 
usefulness  of  the  work  have  grown  steadily  in  the  four  years  of 
its  existence,  until  today  we  have  not  only  a  supervised  playground, 
but  classes  in  sewing,  knitting,  clay-modeling,  gymnastics,  dancing, 
and  music,  well-taught  and  planned  for;  also  a  good  lending  library, 
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—  all  of  which  we  believe  to  be  for  the  pleasure  and  profit  of  more 
than  310  children. 

This  year  the  lease  held  by  The  Avon  Home  for  the  house  and 
grounds  at  1000  Massachusetts  Avenue  expired  and  it  became 
necessary  to  buy  or  move.  The  decision  was  an  important  one, 
as  its  effect  would  be  far-reaching.  Again  the  Trustees  considered 
the  matter  very  carefully,  and  decided  they  must  buy  the  house 
or  relinquish  necessary  work  given  them  to  do  for  the  good  of

Cambridge  children.  The  Avon  Home  never  had  turned  its  back 
on  the  children  of  Cambridge  since  it  took  up  this  work  in  1874, 
and  could  not  do  so  now.  It  was  therefore  decided  to  buy  the 
property,  and  in  September,  1923,  The  Avon  Home  became  the 
owner  of  the  Houghton  estate  at  1000  Massachusetts  Avenue. 
The  entire  plant  will  be  used  to  help  in  every  way  possible  the 
children  of  Cambridge.  We  are  sure  the  Cambridge  public  will 
uphold  and  help  The  Avon  Home  in  making  this,  the  latest  extension 
of  its  work,  a  complete  success. 

Infantile  Paralysis  Work 

Help  for  the  children  afflicted  with  infantile  paralysis  is  just  as 
necessary  now  as  it  was  in  1916,  when  the  first  epidemic  crippled 
seventy  children  in  Cambridge.  Since  then  there  have  been  two 
more  epidemics  and  each  child  thus  afflicted  still  needs  care.  Every 
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Two  Little  Playmates 

wish  to  urge  more  friends  to  allow  their  cars  to  be  used  for  this 
purpose.  It  means  only  a  few  hours  one  day  in  a  month,  and  no 
one  can  estimate  the  help  it  gives  to  these  children. 

Girls’  Clubs 

The  M.  A.  D.  Club  still  visits  and  helps  the  group  of  girls  in 
Concord,  which  means  a  much  larger  outlook  for  them.  This  year 
a  group  of  Campfire  Girls,  under  the  guidance  of  Miss  Mackintire 
at  the  First  Church,  Congregational,  has  become  interested  in  one 
of  our  three-year-old  girls  boarded  in  Cliftondale,  and  they  have 
been  a  great  help  and  pleasure  to  her  and  to  us. 

Good  Cooperation 

Many  people  in  Cambridge  who  have  been  interested  in  one  of 
our  boys  who  was  accidentally  kicked  by  a  horse  at  the  farm  where 


week  in  all  these  years  The  Avon  Home  has  arranged  for  the 
sending  of  a  group  of  these  children  to  the  Children’s  Hospital 
for  care  and  treatment,  and  once  a  week  has  arranged  to  send 
a  trained  nurse  to  their  homes  to  teach  the  mothers  how  best  to 
care  for  these  children.  It  is  a  necessary  and  vital  piece  of  work 
and  must  have  the  cooperation  of  Cambridge  in  order  to  be  done 
properly.  We  wish  to  thank  every  kind  friend  who  has  given  his 
or  her  car  to  be  used,  or  has  given  money  to  hire  a  car,  and  we 
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he  was  living,  will  be  glad  to  know  his  present  condition.  His 
thigh  bone  was  fractured  and  he  suffered  greatly,  but  never  mur¬ 
mured.  The  doctors  at  the  hospital  where  he  was  taken  did  their 
best,  but  the  bones  would  not  knit,  and  the  boy  became  weaker 
and  weaker.  Then  we  went  to  Dr.  Fish  of  the  Massachusetts 
Hospital  School  for  Crippled  Children,  and  he  agreed  to  accept  the 
boy.  He  has  been  in  the  school  now  for  ten  months.  The  bones 
are  perfectly  knit,  he  has  become  strong  and  well,  and  will  soon  be 
able  to  go  back  to  the  farm,  which  he  loves.

Numbers  of  Children 

The  fact  that  we  take  only  Cambridge  children  makes  our  work, 
as  regards  numbers,  smaller  than  that  of  societies  who  take  from 
larger  territories,  but  our  close  follow-up  work  and  knowledge  of 
our  children  and  their  families,  which  increases  in  quantity  each 
year,  gives  us  the  feeling  of  real  family  interest  in  children  admitted 
many  years  ago,  as  well  as  in  those  admitted  today. 

Summary  of  Year’s  Work 

We  have  given  4575  weeks  of  care  to  children  for  whom  board 
has  been  paid  by  us  in  foster  homes,  and  1207  weeks  of  care  to 
children  otherwise  placed.  This  does  not  include  any  of  the  507 
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children  who  are  under  the  close  supervision  of  our  Follow-up 
Department.  We  have  averaged  102  children  per  month  in  our 
foster  homes,  among  whom  have  been  Armenian,  Canadian,  English, 
French,  German,  Greek,  Irish,  Portuguese,  Scotch,  Swedish,  —  and 
American,  each  sharing  alike  in  the  loving  care  of  foster  parents. 
We  have  lost  two  children  by  death,  and  had  one  adopted  during 
the  year.  Nine  hundred  and  ninety-eight  children  have  been 
helped  by  The  Avon  Home,  either  in  boarding  homes,  in  our  clubs 
and  classes,  or  in  their  own  homes.  We  have  been  able  to  help  in

securing  positions  for  many  boys  and  girls,  as  well  as  for  their 
fathers  and  mothers  during  the  year. 


Forty-nine  Years  of  Service 

The  Avon  Home  spent  seventeen  years  in  the  Avon  Place  Home, 
twenty-two  years  in  the  Mt.  Auburn  Street  Home,  and  ten  years 
have  passed  since  the  closing  of  that  home,  and  a  building  is  again 
owned  by  The  Avon  Home  in  which  work  is  being  done  for  a  much 
larger  number  of  children  than  was  dreamed  of  forty-nine  years 
ago.  Thus,  the  need  of  money,  workers,  help,  and  interest  of  all 
kinds  from  the  Cambridge  public  has  increased  manyfold.

BY-LAWS  OF  THE  AVON  HOME 


Article  I 

Name. — The  name  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  “The  Avon 
Home.”  Its  object  shall  be  to  benefit  “Children  found  destitute 
within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Cambridge,  as  existing  in  1874.” 

Article  II 

Membership.  —  The  members  of  this  Corporation  shall  be 
twenty-three  in  number,  to  be  called  Trustees.  Vacancies  shall  be 
caused  by  death,  resignation,  or  by  failure  to  attend  for  twelve 
consecutive  months  some  meeting  of  the  Corporation,  without 
excuse  satisfactory  to  the  Trustees.  When  such  failure  occurs, 
the  Trustees  shall  by  vote  record  the  fact  and  declare  the  member¬ 
ship  vacant.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  unanimous  vote  of 
the  remaining  Trustees.  This  article  of  the  By-Laws  shall  not  be 
altered,  except  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Trustees. 

Article  III 

Officers.  —  The  officers  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  a  President, 
Vice-President,  Treasurer,  Clerk,  a  Committee  of  Three  for  the 
care  of  the  Permanent  Fund  (one  of  whom  shall  be  the  President), 
to  be  chosen  by  ballot  from  the  Trustees  at  the  annual  meeting, 
or  at  some  adjournment  thereof,  and  to  hold  office  for  one  year 
and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

They  shall  severally  perform  the  customary  duties  of  such 
officers;  and  the  President,  or  a  committee  previously  appointed 
for  the  purpose,  and  Treasurer  shall  report  at  the  annual  meeting. 
The  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  of  the  Committee  for  the  care 
of  the  Permanent  Fund  shall  be  audited  at  least  once  every  year. 
The  Trustees  may,  from  time  to  time,  appoint  committees  to  aid 
in  the  transaction  of  business. 

At  the  annual  meeting  the  Trustees  shall  elect,  to  serve  till  the 
next  annual  meeting,  a  Board  of  Advisors  to  consist  of  five  or 
more  persons,  not  Trustees,  who  may  be  called  upon  to  consult 
and  advise  with  the  Trustees,  and  may  be  requested  to  meet  with 
any  of  their  committees  or  to  assist  in  their  work. 
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Article  IV 

Meetings.  —  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  shall  be 
held  on  the  second  Friday  in  October,  at  such  place  and  hour  as 
the  President  and  Clerk  may  appoint.  Regular  meetings  shall  be 
held  every  month  at  some  convenient  place.  Special  meetings 
may  be  called  by  the  President  or  any  two  Trustees,  upon  two  days’ 
notice,  to  be  given  by  the  Clerk.  Eleven  Trustees  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  at  the  annual  meeting,  and  seven  Trustees  at  any  regular 
or  special  meeting. 

Article  V 

Seal.  —  The  seal  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  circular  in  form, 
with  the  inscription,  “The  Avon  Home,  Cambridge,  1874,”  and 
shall  be  kept  by  the  Clerk. 

Article  VI 

Amendments.  —  These  By-Laws,  with  the  exception  of  Article  II, 
may  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  Trustees  at  any 
annual  meeting,  or  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Trustees  at  any 
regular  or  special  meeting,  provided  that  a  notice  of  the  proposed 
amendment  has  been  inserted  in  the  call  for  such  meeting. 


RULES  OF  THE  AVON  HOME 


I.  Children  admitted  to  the  care  of  the  Home  shall  live  in  pri¬ 
vate  families  under  the  supervision  of  the  General  Secretary. 

II.  Except  in  cases  of  urgent  necessity,  no  child  shall  be  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  care  of  the  Home  without  the  consent  of  one  member 
of  the  Committee  on  Admission,  or  should  there  not  be  one  member 
in  the  city,  of  any  two  Trustees,  and  a  certificate  of  examination 
from  the  Visiting  Physician.  Each  case,  accompanied  by  a  brief 
statement  of  the  circumstances,  shall  be  reported  to  the  Trustees 
at  their  next  regular  meeting. 

III.  No  child  in  the  care  of  the  Home  shall  be  allowed  to  visit 
friends  or  relatives  unless  under  distinctly  favorable  conditions, 
approved  by  one  member  of  the  Committee  on  Admission,  and  the 
General  Secretary,  and  reported  in  writing  to  the  Trustees  at  their 
next  meeting. 
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IV.  In  case  of  death,  no  child  shall  be  taken  from  its  boarding 
home  for  burial  without  a  religious  service  being  held  there,  except 
with  the  consent  of  one  of  the  Committee  on  Admission,  who  fully 
understands  the  reason  for  removal. 

V.  The  parents  and  relatives  of  the  children  shall  be  permitted 
to  visit  them  not  oftener  than  once  a  week,  never  more  than  two 
at  a  time,  and  never  on  Sunday  except  by  special  arrangement 
made  by  the  General  Secretary  with  the  boarding  woman. 

VI.  The  General  Secretary  shall  investigate  thoroughly,  in 
cooperation  with  the  Committee  on  Admission,  all  applications 
for  the  admission  of  children  to  the  care  of  the  Home,  and  make 
prompt  report  thereon  to  the  chairman,  or  in  her  absence  to  some 
other  member,  of  the  Committee. 

She  shall  also  maintain  relations  with  parents  while  their  children 
are  in  the  care  of  the  Home,  with  the  object  of  aiding  to  remove 
the  unsatisfactory  conditions  that  led  to  the  admission  of  the  chil¬ 
dren;  and  continue  in  relation  with  children  and  their  parents  or 
other  relatives  after  the  withdrawal  of  the  children  from  the  care 
of  the  Home,  with  a  view  to  preserving  the  good  influences  which 
it  is  hoped  the  Home  will  have  exerted  on  those  under  its  care. 

It  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Secretary  to  investi¬ 
gate  families  where  children  may  be  boarded,  and  to  visit  children 
who  are  placed  in  private  families;  to  continue  in  relation  with 
rejected  applicants,  with  the  object  of  aiding  them  to  improve  the 
conditions  which  led  to  application;  to  meet  with  the  Committee 
on  Admission  and  Discharge;  and  to  make  a  report  in  writing  at 
each  monthly  meeting  of  the  Trustees. 

VII.  At  the  annual  meeting,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible, 
the  President  shall  appoint  the  Monthly  Visitors  for  the  ensuing 
year,  arranged  in  two  lists:  those  on  one  list  to  begin  visiting  on 
the  first  of  each  month,  and  those  on  the  other  list  to  begin  on  the 
fifteenth,  each  to  visit  the  homes  one  month,  and  report  at  the 
next  monthly  meeting.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Visitors,  dur¬ 
ing  their  term,  to  visit  the  boarding  homes  with  the  General  Secre¬ 
tary  and  to  advise  with  her  regarding  special  cases. 

VIII.  The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Corporation,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  President  at  the  annual  meeting,  shall  be  as 
follows:  — 

1.  A  Committee  on  Admission  and  Discharge,  who,  in  addition 
to  the  duties  mentioned  above,  shall  keep  a  register  containing 
the  names,  ages,  and  birthplaces  of  the  children,  date  of  admis-

sion  and  any  other  information  obtained.  This  Committee 
shall,  with  the  General  Secretary,  secure  suitable  homes  for  all 
children  needing  adoption.  This  Committee  shall  consist  of  eight 
members,  two  members  retiring  and  two  new  members  being  ap¬ 
pointed  annually  at  the  discretion  of  the  President. 

2.  A  Committee  on  Clothing,  who  shall  see  that  necessary 
supplies  are  secured,  wherever  possible,  through  friends.  Gifts  of 
clothing  should  be  sent  to  The  Avon  Home  Office,  1000  Massachu¬ 
setts  Avenue. 

3.  An  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  have,  in  the  interval 
between  the  meetings  of  the  Corporation,  ail  the  powers  of  the 
Trustees,  except  as  to  the  expenditure  of  sums  exceeding  fifty 
dollars.  This  Committee  shall  report  any  exercise  of  its  powers  at 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Corporation  for  its  approval. 

4.  The  chairman  of  each  Committee  shall  present  at  the  annual 
meeting  a  full  report,  in  writing,  of  the  work  of  the  Committee  for 
the  preceding  year. 

5.  The  President  shall  be  a  member  ex  officio  of  all  standing 
committees. 

IX.  All  bills  shall  receive  the  written  approval  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  or  person  authorized  to  make  the  expenditure  before  pay¬ 
ment  by  the  Treasurer. 

X.  The  Committee  of  Three  for  the  care  of  the  Permanent  Fund 
shall  have  the  care  and  custody  of  all  securities  and  other  invest¬ 
ments  held  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  The  Avon  Home, 
and  shall  collect  interest  and  other  income  and  pay  the  same  to 
the  Treasurer,  who  shall  receipt  therefor.  They  shall  make  all 
permanent  investments,  keep  an  account  thereof  and  of  the  in¬ 
come  therefrom,  and  report  to  the  Corporation  at  the  annual 
meeting,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  Corporation  may  request. 
They  shall  rent  a  box  in  the  vaults  of  the  Harvard  Trust  Company, 
which  shall  be  opened  only  in  the  presence  of  two  members  of  said 
Committee.
